Acting Assistant Surgeon Jacobs telegraphs, under dates of May 30 
and June 2^ that the Mexican authorities report 2 deaths from yellow 
fever at Laguna de Terminos, on the Russian bark Lernbit, bound from 
Tucacas, Venezuela, to Europe, with a cargo of logwood. The vessel 
was quarantined at Lagunas.
